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DOCTOR WHO was first broadcast at 5.25pm on 
Saturday November the 23rd 1963. This was the day 
after President Kennedy had been assassinated. 

Space travel had become a reality only two years 
before when Yuri Gagarin orbited the earth and it would 
be a further six years before the first moon landing. 

Television was still in black and white and there were 
only two channels, BBC 1 and ITV 

Doctor Who was not planned to last for more than the 
first series but thanks to its imaginative format and the 
ever-changing face of the Doctor it has gone on to be the 
longest running science fiction programme in the history 
of television.

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THE NINTH DOCTOR: Christopher Eccleston, 2005 
"Fantastic!" 

The Ninth Doctor embodies all of the Time Lord's legendary 
qualities. He has the same wisdom, the same knowledge 
of the universe, and the same sense of morality; and yet 
despite all this, he is perhaps the most down-to-earth Time 
Lord of them all, quite at home in a leather jacket, T-shirt 
and jeans. But he has lost none of his naturat authority: 
striding into unfamiliar surroundings and effortlessly taking 
control of situations when the need arises. But the Ninth Doctor also 
carries with him a new and tragic burden: he has seen his home planet 
destroyed and his own people wiped out by the Daleks in a terrible 
Time War. He is the last of the Time Lords.

He has also cleverly used a mix 
of computer- generated imagery, models, sets 
and animatronics to make the creatures and 
environments appear so convincing.

Mrs Peace, one of the walking dead, is discovered in 
the audience of a theatre where Charles Dickens is 
conducting a lecture. Gaseous ectoplasm emerges from 
her mouth and flies around. the auditorium. 

Dickens thinks it is a theatrical tnck but soon discovers 
that he is wrong after he witnesses things first hand at 
a seance. The Gelth have come through a rift in time 
located at the site of the funeral parlour. Rose and the 
Doctor first try to help the gas like Gelth who plead 
destruction of their kind if they cannot use some of 
the human dead. Instead of being just a few, soon 
multitudes of Gelth stream through using Sneed's 
servant girl Gwyneth as their bridge. The ghost 
like Gelth try to take over anyone in sight but are 
finally stopped thanks to the quick thinking of 
Dickens who floods the building with the gas 
from the wall lamps drawing out the Gelth 
from their human bodies. A final explosr 
crescendo secures their fate.
